Subject: —Information regarding exports to Yugoslavia 

No. 2 -ETC(PN)/ 72 ,— The Government of India and Yugoslavia have decided to 
introduce convertible currency payment system in their trade exchanges with effect 
from 1st January, 1973 as the existing bi ateral trade and payments agreement 
between them will expire on 31st December, 1972. 

2. As 1972 is the terminal year for rupee payment arrangement and as trade 
between the two countries this yea r Is required to be balanced, exporters of Indian 
goods to Yugoslavia are required to have their contracts registered with immediate 
effect with the Officer on Special Duty (Yugoslavia) Ministry of Foreign Trade,- 
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Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. While doing so, exporters are required to furnish; in 
duplicate, the following information in addition to a copy of the contract: 

(a) Names and addresses of Yugoslavia importers 

(b) Contract numbers and dates 

(c) Delivery-schedules. 

(d) Italian port from which shipment Is to be effected fdr export. 

(e) Commodity and va’ue thereof involved in each shipment; and 

(f) Names of Yugoslav ports to which shipment is to be booked for export. 

3. Exporters are advised to note that all outstanding as well as new contracts 
with Yugoslavia parties must have prior approval of the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
«b otherwise no contract will be regarded as valid to enable them to effect shipment 
to Yugoslavia. 

4. It shall be necessary for all exporters not only to conclude contracts but also 
to ensure that shipments are completed by 15th December, 1972 and payments 
against them are received by 31st December, 1972 latest, as thereafter no portion 
of unimplemented contract, if any, will be considered as valid for payment in 
Indian rupees, 

5. Exporters are further advised to intimate to the Officer on Special Duty 
(Yugoslavia!, Ministry of Foreign Trade as soon as shipments from India take place.
